Geneva if invited as 
a “confrontation state” 


AMMAN, (JNA). — Jordan wilt attend the Geneva Middle 
East peace conference if it is invited to do so in the capacity 
of a “ confrontation state”. His Majesty King Hussein said in 
an interview published in Kuwait Monday, spelling out that 
Jordan insists on being regarded as a direct party to the con- 
flict with Israel in any prospective peace negotiations. 

The King told the magazine Al Majalis Al Mussawara that 
questions relating to Palestinian lands and Palestinian rights 
are still the responsibility of the Palestinians themselves , al- 
though they would have the backing of Arab states in pressing 
their just demands. 

His Majesty stressed that there is no dispute between 
Jordan and the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) over 
the question of Palestinian representation since the 1974 Rabat 
summit assigned that role to the PLO. Jordan was and still is 
committed to the decisions of the Rabat summit ,the King 
added. 

King Hussein denied the existence of concrete steps to- 
wards the establishment of a confederation grouping Jordan, 
Syria, Lebanon and parts of Palestine. However, he stressed 
that Jordan and Syria are working towards creating a nucleus 
for such a union. 

The King also denied there had been any contacts between 
the Jordanian government and the PLO. 

His Majesty reiterated that Israel has to make up its mind 
whether it wants territory or peace. If it opts for peace, the 
King said, then it wilt have to recognise the rights of the 
Palestinian people and withdraw from the occupied territories.

The fact is that most of Israel’s problems are the 
natural result of trying to live like an isolated island fortress 
state in the sea of the Arab Middle East More natural logical 
and tenable conditions will reign in Israel when Israel finally 
blends into the landscape in the Middle East and rolls with 
the cyclical moods and economic punches of the entire 
region. 

The fear today is that the Israelis will defy reality once 
again and seek to turn in on themselves to create a more 
isolated and thus more muddled internal situation. The 
people who pulled off the spectacular Entebbe raid think they 
can do the same thing by swooping down and rescuing 
Israel from the morass of its institutionalised economic 
difficulties. They cannot If they try, they will rally make 
things more difficult for everyone, including their newspaper 
friends in the United States who are kind enough to try and 
let them know this ahead of time. 

The feeling in the American diplomatic establishment is 
that the Middle East will be the subject and scene of “heavy 
diplomacy", as the Times calls it, by tins summer. The paper 
also implores the Israelis to “place the issue of war and 
peace where it belongs — on top of their lengthening list 
of troubles.” 

If the Israelis refuse this advice from their friends at the 
New York Times, they’ll have precious few friends left; and 
if your friends are not around to implore you to act wisely, 
who will?

ATHENS, Jan 10. (R) — UNESCO 
today launched an appeal for inter- 
national financial and technical 
help to save the Acropolis from 
destruction, mainly by atmospheric 
pollution. 

Hie appeal was made by the 
Director General of the U.N. Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation, Mr Amadou-Mahtar 
M’bow, from the rock of the Acro- 
polis, the 2, 500-year-old citadel 
which stands in the centre of 
Athens. 

At a ceremony on the Acropolis, 
organised by the greek Ministry of 
Science and Culture, Mr M'bow 
said that “this magnificent monu- 
ment. . .is threatened with destruc- 
tion as a resuh of the damage 
which industrial civilisation has 
increasingly inflicted on it for a 
number of years past.” 

The damage had reached such 
proportions that the temples, 
sculptures and foundations could 
no longer be preserved unless a 
vast and complex programme of 
conservation was put in hand with- 
out delay. 

He said the cost of the work 
could not be borne by the Greek 
government alone. 

The Greek government has said 
that the funds required for such a 
task will reach about $15 million 
in the initial stage. 

Mr M’bow said some of the da- 
mage was caused by water seeping 
into the cracks of the marble and 
by frost. 

“Steps, pavements and rock are 
being worn away by the feet of 
the countless visitors.” But to all 
this has been added another cause 
of damage, far more serious even 
than these. 


“This is atmospheric pollution, 
the price we pay for industrial 
progress, which is causing the 
rapid deterioration of the stone by 
the action of factory gases and 
smoke from domestic hearths." 

Mr M'bow said that until a zone 
of purified air could be established 
round the Acropolis, simultaneous 
action was needed for on-the-spot 
protection of the marble and the 
removal of the statuary to muse- 
ums. 

The Greek government has al- 
ready removed several statues and 
replaced them with replicas. The 
greek antiquities Department has 
also built a wooden shelter to pro- 
tect the statues of the Caryatids 
- - the six maidens which stand at 
the south portico of the Erechthe* 
ion, the old temple of Athens. 

Kuwait gives £150m. 
aid to non-Arabs 

KUWAIT. Jan 10, (R) — Kuwait's 
foreign aid agency provided 75 
million dinars (£150 million) in 
aid to non-Arab states in its last 
financial year, the first in which 
non-Arab states became eligible 
for aid from the agency, it was 
officially reported here yesterday. 

In its annual report for the year 
1975/1976 which ended on March 
30, the agency said that its aid to 
non-Arab states in Asia and Africa 
accounted for 47 per cent of the 
160 million dinars (£320 million) 
it provided in aid that year. 

The agency, known the Ku- 
wait Fund for .Arab Economic De- 
velopment, provided a total of 59.3 
million dinars (£120 million) in 
aid to nine Asian states and 15.75 
million dinars (£30 million) to five 
African states. The remaining S-4 
million dinars (£170 million) went 
to eight Arab states.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AFP). — The United States Is Hi-prepared 
for any new oil crisis a report said here last week. 

The document, to be issued by the Federal Energy Agency 
(FEA) this week, was drawn up by 21 officials from various 
fedend departments.

Argentine economy bottoms out , but workers still feel the pinch 


BUENOS AIRES (CSM) — If 
wheat and com prices were higher, 
Argentina’s economic prospects 
would be looking better. 

But the world price on most 
grains is down sharply just when 
Argentina is likely to have Rs big- 
gest wheat crop ever. 

The harvest underway is expec- 
ted to yield 12 millio n tons. It 
could go to 14 milli on if condi- 
tions are as favourable as they 
were in the first two weeks of the 
harvest 

When this crop was sown, the 
world market price for wheat was 
around $I40a ton; now it is about 
$95 owing to a worldwide glut in 
the grain. 

For Argentina, this means less 
foreign earnings, a continuing high 
treasury deficit, and little tax re- 
lief in the year ahead, despite the 
strenuous efforts of Economy Mi- 
nister Jose Alfredo Martinez de 
Hoz to bring some order out of the 
economic chaos he inherited last 
March. That was when the Argen- 
tine military seized power and re- 
moved 'President Maria Mar- 

tinez de Feron. 

Dr. Martinez de Hoz has ac- 
complished a great deal in the past 
eif£vt months, bringing the eco- 
nomy bade from near-collapse: 

-- A slowing of the inflation 
rate from a whopping 800 per cent 
per year to one of about 150 per 
cent. The 1977 rate may be held 
to 120 per cent. 

-- A move out of recession. 


which in the first quarter of the 
year was a 3.5 per cent decrease 
in gross domestic product, to a s- 
light increase for the final quarter, 
as weU as a cut in the federal bud- 
get deficit from 13 to 5 per cent 

- - A significant improvement in 
the foreign debt picture - - from 
defaulting on loans in early 1978 
to a situation now that Dr. Marti- 
nez de Hoz calls “perfectly in or- 
der ". 

All tins should be good for Ar- 
gentines. But the average worker, 
the man on the street, the small 
fanner, has yet to see the results 
in his own life. To slow the infla- 
tion rate. Dr. Martinez de Hoz a- 
dopted an austerity policy, inclu- 
ding wage freezes that have been 
lifted only slightly on two occa- 
sions, in July and September, to 
permit slight pay boosts. 

A third increase, likely to total 
something between 15 and 20 per 
cent, is due in early January. 

In a broad-ranging interview. 
Dr. Martinez de Hoz admitted that 
the crunch in ins programme hits 
the average wage earner, who has 
a difficult time recognising the 
improving economic picture when 
his own pay envelope does not st- 
retch so far as it used to. He be- 
comes rather cynical, particularly 
as he hears about the tremendous 
grain harvest expected this year. 

The trouble is that Argentines 
have been used to good living, to 
thick steaks and to expensive ha- 
bits. During earlier times of eco- 


nomic trouble, -the steaks remained And! fu t ur e Tmpurinn ? 


t — -■■-*-7-—-“ as thick and the thousands of res- 

taurants in Buenos Aires as crow- 
ded as ever. 

But today the restaurants are 
not doing so weU. Prices are too 
high- And even with a January 
wage boost, they are unlikely to 
fare better. 

Even though inflation has been 
reduced, the cutback is relative. 

Recently the government issued 
more than 32 billion pesos, a re- 
cord high for a single week, brin- 
ging the total number of pesos in 
circulation to just under 465 bil- 
lion. Ten years ago the number 
was only 3.6 billion. 

That is one obvious reason why 
everything costs more -- “prin- 
ting press inflation", as one local 
commentator called it 
As bad as all this is, however. 
Dr. Martinez de Hoz is optimistic 
jmum that the economy has bottomed 
out and is on the way to recovery. 
Despite the privations felt by the 
average wage earner, he thinks 
the social cost of the present era 
is as low as It could be, owing to 
the “generosity of the Argentine 
economy." 

He added: “There is an extra- 
ordinary elasticity in the Argen- 
tine economy that allows it to re- 
bound like a tennis baH.”

Note that six diamonds 
will fail.

Economic transformation of societies is 
often reflected in literature. This affinity is 
manifested roost clearly in stories, which are 
the throbbing heart of social change. 

When the industrial revolution took 
place, the wealth and income redistribution 
which ensued in the process caused pains 
and brought smiles and laughter. Sufferings 
command more interest and entice the vivid 
imagination of writers greater than happi- 
ness. 

Victor Hugo’s Les Miserables has immor- 
talised its characters. While it drives its 
hero to steal out of poverty, it shows his 
salvation by becoming a factory owner. 

However, Dickens was interested in the 
misery of those who lived in refuge houses. 
In the early eighteen-hundreds England took 
notice of the misery of children and women 
and passed laws regulating their work condi- 
tions and living standards. That improvement 
took the form of orphanage homes, asylums 
and refuge homes. These, however, were not 
havens. 

Dickens pictured the life of children in 
these houses in his Oliver Twist. The 
character of the new breed of businessman 
is excellently depicted in Dombey and Son. 
Other books by Dickens explain other socio- 
economic effects like David Copperfield, 
Great Expectations and Christmas CoroL 

In late nineteenth, and the early twen- 
tieth century, England, a new class emerged. 
Industrialists who made it rich were not 
welcome to the clubs of the aristocrats. This 


new breed insisted on emulating the ways of 
the aristocrats after having achieved theb 
financial goals. 

Thomas Hardy was the master of tortur- 
ing these characters. His stories are often-' 
have as hero a rising man who seeks identi- 
fication with the high society by crookec>'~ 
means.
